TEXAS RANCHER TALKS OF 
ROPES AND SHOTGUNS. 


Real Estate Firm Attaches Covina 
Place While Owner Is Examining. 
a Trade Offered in Texase—Lone 
Star State Retaliates With Dam- 
age Suit. 4 


Suit for $50,000 damages will be filed 
today ‘n the Superior Court against 
. B. Guthrie & Company, a real estate 
firm of this city, E. 0. Conner and J. 
C. Odell, realty agents, because of 
their alleged interference with a big 
deal whereby J. W. Riggins, formerly 
mayor of Waco, Texas, and at pres- 
ent an extensive land owner at Co- 
vina, was to exchange his Covina ranch 
for property In Texas valued at $186,- 


Riggins claims that the hitch was 
caused by the action of C. B. Guthrie 
& Company, in levying an attachment 
on hie property several days ago, when 
they began suit against him to recover 
$12,500 claimed as commission on the 
exchange. 

According to his story, the deal with 
J. T. Sweatt, of Texas, was put through 
by the -real estate concern, the ex- 
change not to be made final until he 
had an oportunity to examine the 
Texas property. He states that he 
spent -four weeks in Texas examining 
Sweatt's land and finally an agreement 
to transfer was decided upon. Before 
it was consumated, he received a tele- 
gram, he says, to the effect that his 
property in Covina had been attached 
by the real estate men. 

J. Odell, George Otis and Archie 
Thompson, sald by Riggins to repre- 
sent the realty firm, accompanied him 
to Texas. He complains that they did 
not carry out their part of the agree- 
ment, in securing abstracts to all the 
land included in the Sweatt property. 

He claims that while there was no 
written agreement as to the amount 
of commission to be pald the firm for 
putting through the deal. he told the 
eoncern that he was willing to 
T2500. 

Attorneys Morton and Pruitt. whe 
represent Riggins, state that they con- 
sider their client is injured to the ex- 
tent of £50,000 hecause of the failure 
of the deal and they hold the really 
firm directly responsible. 

“There is absolutely nothing to such 
a suit,” declared C. B. Guthrie. presi+ 
dent of the realty company, “We ene 
gineered the deal and it was about 19 
be closed when Riggins began to find 
fault with various matters whica he 
had previousi¢ agreed upon. Accord- 
ing to the best legal edvice we Nere 
entitied to our regular commission and 
when Riggins failed to make any -«t- 
tlement or even to talk it over with wm, 
we brought snft against him and arc- 
tached some of his Covina property. 

“The sult is apparently brought to 
offset our action, but If it ever gets ‘nto 
court, we can show it has no founda- 
tion. Riggins is responsible for the 
collapse of the deal. He still has an 
opportunity to carry out his part of 
the agreement. Whether he does or 
not, we believe we are entitled to a 
commission. Riggins simply got ‘cold 
feet’ and has tried to go back on his 
written and oral agreement.” 

The doughty Texan made the follow- 
Ing statement to The Times representa- 
tive: “I am informed by dogens of my 
California friends that they will stand 
by with shotguns if necessary,” he 
said. “My family hes been insulted br 
a deputy sheriff (Osterhbolt,) who called 
at my Covina ranch when I was away 
and when the house only contained un- — 
protected women. 

“For the insult, Sherif? Hamme! has 
caused a full apology to be made te 
me, but I have informed that deputy 
sherify that If he ever steps foot on 
Texas soil where women are respected, 
he will run his chances of being 
filed full of buckshot. 

‘IT am surprised and deeply gratified 
at the immedicte support given me by 
people in Covina and Los Angeles.” 
continued the doughty ex-Mayor of 
Waco. “My new friends have been loud 
in thelr denunctlations of the methods 
employed by this real estate firm and 
have offered to back me either filnan- 
cially—which I do not need—or with 
repe and shotguns, which do not 
think wil! be necessary.” 

The real estate agents about to be 
sued for heavy dameges because they 
tried to eollect the commission they 
believed due them, stated that they 
had trouble with Riggins from the 
start. but when informed of his tatr 
of “rope and shotgun.~% they stated 
that they did not fear any threatened 
personal violence. 

Deputy Shertff Osterholt, against 
whom vehement complaint was made 
by Riggins, is said to be one of the 
quietest men tn the employ of the 
Sheriff, and it is asserted that the 
trouble with Mrs. Riggins arose over 
misunderstanding of the duties of an 
officer sent to serve court papers.

WILL DEMAND 
NIGHT SCHOOL. 


| Closing Plgn Denounced as 
“Foolish Finance.” 


Council to Order Searching 
Investigation. 


Alleged Superintendent 
False Report. 


Growing In volume hourly, a storm 
of protest is rising over the decision 


,of the schoo] department not to open 
|the free evening classes at the Poly- 
etchnic High Schogl this year. 
Through a notice sent out by the edu- 
cational department of the Y.M.C.A. 
the publig learned yesterday for the 
first time that the night schools are 
to be abandoned by Superintendent 
Moore—‘‘to reduce expenses.” 

A second chapter in the story of 
foolish finance has opened. In an in- 
terview Superintendent Moore says 
the night schools are to be closed be- 
cause the Council cut $78,000 from the 
estimate of expense made by the school 
department. Last- year these night 
schools were attended by 1200 pupils. 

City Auditor Mushet andthe 
Finarfice Committee of the Council 
repudiate indignantly this attempt to 
blame the Council for the extrava- 
gances and the mismanagement of the 
school administration. 

Several Councilmen: in discussing the 
situation yesterday said that they will 
ask the City Attorney for an opinion 
whether Superintendent Moore can be 
compelled by an order of court to 
open these njght schools. 

MOORE'S RETURN FALSE? 

Superintendent Moore is charged di- 
rye 4 with supplying misinformation 
to the Council at the time the budget 
appropriation was made. It is as- 
serted that he made a false return 
on the amount of money which the 
school department will receive this 
year from the State and county: and 
it is further alleged that this false re- 
turn was made knowingly for the ex- 
press purpose of securing from the 
city a greater appropriation than that 
to which the school department is en- 
titled. 

In support of these charges the fol- 
lowing figures and facts are sub- 
mitted: 

Last year the school department re- 
ceived from the county and State $990,- 
255.85. This year there will be an in- 
crease of about 11 per cent. over that 
of last year. The State and county 
appropriations are regulated by the 
school attendance, and the appropria- 
tions must be made this year on the ll 
per cent. intrease in the average at- 
tendance. That wil! bring to the school 
departmen 


t a little more than §1,- 

090.000. 
But the Board of Education in its 
report to the City Clerk estimates this 
year’s receipts from the city, county 


and State at but $936,000. Here is a 
patent underestimate of more than 
AUDITOR READY TO PROVE 
“The Council took the underestimate 
of the school board into consideration 
when we made the budget appropria- 
tions this year,” said Auditor Mushet 
last night. “The cut the appropria- 
tion by the Council 18 about 878,000. 
This still leaves the schoo! department 
75,000 more than the amount of money 
it estimates for the schools this year, 
keeping all the schools open. 
“Underestimating the receipts from 
the county and State appears to be a 
habit with the school department. 
There is no apparent reason or excuse 
for it, ase it is easy to estimate within 
a few thousand dollars of the actual

“A year ago the Board of Education 


underestimated its receipts from the 
county and State $190,000. This year 
the underestimate is almost as much; 
closing the night ‘high school looks 
like a cheap play for sympathy on the 
part of the school management. It 
savors of an attempt to saddle on some 
one else the blame for the gross care- 
lessness, or worse, in the management 
of the affairs of the school department. 

“If the school board is not clear on 
this matter I am Willing to go before 
the board at any. meeting and prove 
to the members by the books of the 
schpol department itself the correct- 
ness of every figure which I have 
quoted in any of my reports on school 
finances.”’

Fuel has been added to the flame of

REDS LITTLE. 


Mewican Trouble Makers Are 
in Conspiracy. 


Jail Delivery Frustrated by 
Close Watch. 
Smuggled Letters Discovered 
by Officers.

and Rivera, the Mexican revolutionists, 
became known to the officers at the 
County . Jail several days ago. 
jail delivery was to have occurred 
yesterday, (Mexican 
Day.) but the conspirators 


and his deputies. 

For months the Federal 
have been carefully watching the de- 
velopment of a plot to secure the lib- 
‘erty of the imprisoned reds. From 
chance words it was learned that 
desperate attempt would be made to 
aid the revolutionists to escape before 
they were taken to Arizona for trial. 
On account of the appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court, their removal 
has been delayed and for many weeks 
the prisoners have been held practical- 
ly incommunicado. 

It is believed that the officers are In 
possession of sensational! evidence of 
a well-organized conspiracy in this 
city to get the junta leaders out of 
jail and hurry them away to a vessel 
lying off San Pedro. 

SMUGGLED LETTER FOUND. 

It is asserted that a letter smuggled 
out of jail came into the possession 
of the county authorities, in which ex- 


the three men out of the building. 

The letter, which was written in 
Spanish, is believed to have been 
penned by Magon, as its handwriting 
is said to be similar to his. 

The remarkable document, now sup- 
posed to be in the possession of the 
Mexican officials, gives a detailed de- 
scription of the jall interior and the 
location of the celle in which the rev- 
olutionists were confined. 

A crude plan of action was outlined 
after the prisoners succeeded in getting 
outside the prison walls. They were to 
hasten to San Pedro and sail from 
there to some point near the Mexican 
border. In case this scheme was found 
impracticable, an alternate plan was 
set forth for traveling overland to 
Calexico and there joining a band of 
Mexican smugglers. 

For weeks all the mafl of the three 
junta leaders has been carefully read 
by Ralph Dominguez, Federal Court 
Spanish interpreter. He has rejected 
and eensoered numerous and 
cireular letters.

Magon has been in communication 
with some of his friends. During the 


brief progress of the incipient bandit 
rising !n Mexico, the prisoners were 
in a constant state of excitement, and 
they were carefully watched. By some 
means, Magon smuggled out his noto- 
rious appeal t» the ignorant peons to 
slay innocent Mexicans In the name of 
liberty, and to join with the blood- 
thirsty Yaqui Indians in a general 
massacre of Mexicans and Americans 
living near the border. 

CORRESPOND WITH REBELS.. 

Though the revolutionary burlesque 
was a complete failure, the local au- 
thorities did not relax their vigilance. 
From 1. trustworthy source it was 
learned that a grvup of Texas and Ari- 
zona rebels were corresponding with 
sympathizers this city. 

It is not difficult to send a letter out 
of the County Jail, as prisoners whose 
terms have expired often volunteer 

to deliver messages. Sometimes a vis- 
itor Is able to conceal a tightly-rolled 
message, or the substance of it is 
given by word of mouth and afterward 
faithfuily transcr'Led. 

Neither the Federal nor county offi- 
clals would give ary details yesterday 
concerning the proposed  jfjatl-break. 
One of the Deputy Sheriffs laughed at 
the idea last nieht. He said that it 
would be practicatle impossible for the 
Mexicans to get out of their cells and 
escape from the bullding without a 
general alarm teine raised. The offi- 
cer was tnclined to the belief that 
the letter was cither a blind or else 
an attempt to stir up trouble. 

The Federal prisoners, while under 
the direct jurisdiction of United States 
Marshal Youngworth, are looked after 
by the officers at the County Jail, and 
are subject to the same regulations as 
the rest of the prisoners. 

Last week Marshal Youngworth ad- 
mitted that there were rimors of pro- 
jected attempts to secure the liberty 
of the prisoners, but he stated at the 
time that in his opinion any effort to 
secure the reds’ freedom would be 
made as they were escorted back and 
forth from the Federal building. 

STILL UNRAVELING CASE. 

Tom Furlong of St. Louis, the most 
hated (by the reds) private detective 
who ever unraveled a_ revolutionary 
plot, is «till working on the case, and 
it is expected that he will be requested 
by the Mexican authorities to lend his 
aid to ferret out recent attempts to 
reorganize the junta with new leaders 
and officers. 

It is believed that powerful friends 
of the prisoners are exerting every 
means in their power to secure the re- 
lease of Magon, Villareal and Rivera.

DOG CATCHER PLAINTIFF BE- 
FORE COUNCIL COMMITTEE. | 


Facing a Damage Suit Because She 
Subscribed to Accusations Against 
Officials Woman Is Her Own Sole 
Witness and Counsel—Hearing Is 
Continued. 


Obdlivious of the purpose to make her 
a defendant in a damage suit, Mrs. L. 
E. Giese prosecuted her own charges 
of incompetency and misconduct 
against City Dog Catcher George B. 
Vacher and his son and Deputy Wil- 
liam H. Vacher, who is one of his as- 
The charges were before the 
special committee composed of Coun- 
cilmen Lyon, Dromgold and Blanchard 
and Mrs. Giese 


“I've studied law myself,” she said, 
“and I guess I know as 
much as most lawyers.” 

Vacher and his son were represented 
by an attorney named Wideman, who 
cross-examined Mrs. Giese, as he said, 
to “locate responsibility” on her for the 
charges, because the foundation was 
being laid for a damage suit. Mrs. 
Gliese owns a valuable lot on Hill 
street. 

Mrs. Glese’s charges were voluminous, 
and included these alleged venalities: 
Buying dead dogs in order to cash 
their scalps at the City Auditor's of- 
fice; catching cats and passing off 
their sealps for dog scalps: raising 
Whelips’ to dog age and cashing their 
scalps; going outside the city limits for 
animals to tmpoeund, and even scouring 
Santa Ana for eighteen dog scalps. 

She also charged William H. Vacher 
with intoxication while on duty. She 
cited numerous instances of alleged 
violations, and gave names of wit- 
nesses. She named specifically deputies 


reaching in their search for dogs, and 
charged that Peter McNeil, a boy on 
furlough from Whittier, had been hired 
with a decoy dog. 

At the outset Mrs. Gliese was asked 
to produce her witnesses. This brought 
out her legal skill, for she made the 
point that it was not her duty to sub- 
poena witnesses, but the Councll’s. 
She also quoted the charter, and de 
clared that the Council, instead of re- 
ferring the charres to a committee. 
should have established a court of in- 
quiry. The committee appealed to 
an assistant City torney to escape a 
legal noose. He found a-way out, and 
Mrs. Giese was asked to take the wit- 
ness stand and give her testimony. She 
Was addressed variously as Mrs. Guys, 
Mrs. Gees and Mrs. Gice.

SCHOOL. VACCINATION. 
HEALTH OFFICE TO CONTINUE. 

Because Dr. Ross Moore, member of 
the City Board of Health, tried to 
transfer the vaccination of school chil- 
dren to the Board of Education at a 
‘meeting of the Bord of Health, yes- 
tercay, Dr. Powers, City Health oOf- 
ficer, made a vigorous protest. A de- 
cisiom of the City Attorney to the ef- 
fect that legal responsibility for vac- 
cination and its cost rested on the 
Board of Fducation Was read. Mem- 
ber Moore thought the responsibility 
and the expense should be taken from 
the Board of Health. Member Moore 
said he had advised Superintendent of 
Schools Moore to write to the Roard 
of Health last June asking what would 
be expected of the Board of Education 
during the coming school term in en- 
forcing vaccination and other sanitary 
measures. Member Moore esald the let- 
ter had not been answered, and de- 
manded that an ariewer be sent. 

Dr. Powers declared the @resent ar- 
rangement had been continued’ satis- 
factorily several years. It begun first 
with indigent’ children, and then the 
health office had opened the door to 
all free. As a result over 70% children 
are vaccinated each year. He thought. 
if the responsibility was transferred to 
the Board of Education vaccinatton 
would decrease, because there would 
be no ane to enforce it, and danger 
would follow. 

“We have practiced vaccination here 
for fourteen years,” he said, “and we 
have not had a school closed in the 
past eight years. The city is practical- 
ly imygnune from smallpox, and is the 
best vaccinated city on the Pacific 
Coast.”

TO DIVIDE A COUNTY. 


Parties Pledge Themselves in 

Favor, and Nevada Map May 
Be Changed. 

Local officials of the Salt Lake rali- 
road are interested in the proposed di- 
vision of Lincoln county, Nevada, 
which will leave the upper half under 
the old name and form the lower haif 
into Clark county. 

There is to be an election of county 
officers in November and both parties 
have pledged themselves as favoring 
division, so the move is practicaily 
assured. This will mean a new divi- 
sion of county. traffic and revision of 
schedules. Pioche, in. the northern 
part of Lincoln county, as it now ex- 
ists, will continue as the county seat 
of the northern half, while Las Ve- 
gas will be the seat of Clark county. 

Limcoln county covers 19,000 square 
miles, and is more than twice as large 
as the State of Vermont, and eighteen 
times as large as the State of Rhode 
Island. 

The division line as planned will be 
the parallel 37 degrees north of the 
equator, which in Nevada ts known as 
the “third parallel south,” as designat- 
ing the distance south of the fortieth 
parallel. 

The Salt Lake has 210 miles of 
trackage in Lincoln county, and if the 
division is made, Clark county will get 
the larger part as the southern county 
will take in the Searchlight and El 
Dorado mining districts and the spur 
lines.

SIGNS POINT TO T 

A Tuesday six weeks hen will bring the 
16,000,000 voters of the United States to the polls 
te register their views on Presidential candidates 
‘wand party policies. It is not long to wait. Signs 
have been multiplying and are now easy to read. 

To what result do they point? To the sanie that 
has been apparent since long before the nominating 
conventions met. A year ago and more The Times 
advised its readers that the probabilities all pointed 
to Taft and Bryan as party standard-bearers. It 
was plain to our minds then that if Mr. Taft were 
given a strong Republican platform to stand on, he 
would surely be elected. At no time in all these 
months have we wavered in this conviction. 

The past few days have raised omens of sure por- 
tent foreshadowing the success of the Republican 
national ticket. Going back a little, the Republican 
convention at Chicago in mid-June sent out a decla- 
ration of principles which met the approval of the 
party in nearly all the States. 

The utterances of Mr. Taft on all occasions have 
been carefully. weighed and have left no doubt as 
to where he stands or what his administration will 
be. These speeches of the candidate have greatly 
strengthened his hold on the people. 

Then came the Vermont election, with such a re- 
sult as shows to all that so far as that State is 
concerned there has been no change of sentiment.

ONE HUNDRED REGIMENTS. \ 

The parade through our streets on Wednes- 
day morning of the Fifth United States Cavalry 
made the blood run faster in the veins of observers. 
Peace is a great blessing; war is hell. All should 
work for peace and make war obsolete among men. 
But the spirit of Mars is_very strong in human 
hearts. War is the offspring of tyranny, violence, 
injustice on the part of some of us against others of 
us. To protect the family, the tribe or the nation, 
battalions were formed and armies organized. The 
chief became a hero because he afforded protection 
to the tribe or nation. The blood beats faster as we 
see a troop of men ride past, not because we delight 
in bloodshed, but because we feel that in the condi- 
tions of modern society wars are possible, and if 
one should break out these soldiers would be all 
the protection between us and rapine, murder and 
bondage. 

This is the most peaceful nation on earth, but it 
takes two to make peace, as it does to make a quar- 
rel. Should we be attacked, our peaceful disposi- 
tion would not save us. Then we would need men 

drilied and equipped to protect the flag, our 
oro~erty and our lives.

full regiments of all arms like this “Dandy Fifth” 


Cavalry. With a regular army of 100,000, properly 
drilled and equipped, with a full complement of 
officers and men, we would have a _ skeleton on 
which to build an army in case of need. No smaller 
number would serve as the right framework. They 
would be infantry, by a large proportion, a due num- 
ber of battalions of artillery and a few troops of 
good cavalry. With this nucleus in actual existence, 
there should be behind it guns of the most modern 
pattern, a plentiful supply of ammunition, clothing 
and a nucleus of supplies always at hand for two 
or three army corps. 

We are getting a navy, and will, in a few years, 
have two fleets, one on the Atlantic stations, one on 
the Pacific. Each should be as large as the fleet 
now going around the world. Then, if we would 
fortify the strategic points on both oceans, and 
have near-by camps almost ready all the time for an 
army division or brigade, we may feel safe. 

The 100 regiments would furnish enough men to 
distribute all along all our coasts at the strategic 
points and leave others to sen¢ a regiment or two to 
many points in the interior. 

Until this programme is carried out effectively 
we shall be taking enormous risks. The combined 
world cannot subdue the American people; but a 
well-drilled hostile army, once landed on the bor- 
ders of the country, would destroy more property in 
u month than the maintenance of the army would 
cost in ten years, and before we had an army or- 
ganized, drilled and equipped, the damage 
would run to figures at which the imagination stag- 


gers. 


OD SAVE THE STATE. 

When labor unions are charged with tending 
toward socialism there is indignant denial. When 
socialism is charged with any leaning toward labor- 
unionism there is a snort of defiance from the so- 
cialists and the unions in concert, and the one who 
makes the allegation is told he is ignorant of both 
sides of the subject. 

But the charge will stick, because experience 
teaches that unionism is unscrupulous and always 
| ready to make any alliance that will aid it in carry- 
ing out its tyrannical practices, and the same expe- 
rience tells us that socialism is impossible of close 
definition, so loosely are its tenets held, and so va- 
riant are the views of those who go by the name 
of socialists. 

The experience which counts for most must be 
sought in England and in France. From England 
we have got most of our unionism, and are receiv- 
ing additions all the time. 

Kier ‘Hardie has been imported from England to 
teach American citizens how to vote. He is a leader 
mong the unionists, and, like most of his kind at 
home, has a soft spot for socialism. His hearers on 
Sunday afternoon af“New York seemed to be in en- 
tire sympathy with him in this respect. He spoke 
with commendation of Eugene V. Debs, and was 
roundly applauded. The unionist-socialist member 
of the English Parliament told his hearers that they 
would get no help from either of the old parties in 
American politics. They must send their own peo- 
ple to Congress, and their reliance for aid must be 
on the socialistic voters of the country. 

There we have the programme which is coming 
here as it came in England and in France. The 
struggle of the future is clearly outlined. It will 
be between the conservative members of society, 
who wish to see Mr. Lincoln’s prayer answered that 
“a government of the people, by the people and for 
the people may not perish from the earth,” and the 
members of labor unions and the socialists of the 
country, whose aim is a tyranny of their kind, by 
their kind and for their kind, to which all others 
would be slaves.

SING “VIVAS” 
FOR MEXICO. 


Independencia Day Is Fit- 
tingly Observed Here. 


Brilliant Costumes of the Old 
Pueblo Days. 


Religious Ceremony Precedes 
Part of Programme. 


With volleying “vivas’ for their na- 
tive land, or at least the land of their 
ancestors, with the green, red and 
white of the Mexican flag interming- 
ling its colors with those of America, 
the Spanish-American population of 
Los Angeles celebrated fittingly the 
day of Mexican Independence, the 
Fourth of July of the sister republk 
of the South. 

From early morning until the last 
minute of the day, celebrations fol- 
lowed in consecutive order, the one a 
climax to the preceeding and ail 
worthy of pratse. American orators 
vied to outdo thoge of the Spanish ex- 
tiaction in their praises of a land that 
ninety-eight years ago laid the foun- 
uation of the existing republic. His- 
tury Was reviewed and the great deeds 
of the old Spaniard were brought forth 
ior present day emulation. 

Although there were factional cele- 
brations, they all had the same ob- 
ject in mind and the “Viva Mexico! 
Viva La Independencia!” was no less 
servent from the lips of one partisan 
inan from the other. Glorious cos- 
tumes in radiant colors, decked the 
vlive skinned Castillian beauties and 
immany of the men were dressed in the 
“apparel of the last century, velvet 


‘.loaks and slashed breeches, the style |. 


of which is soon again to be worn in. 
the sheath trousers to come. 

One picture of joy and contentment 
at all of the celebrations was old Gen. 
Antonio Aguilar, wearing the uniform 
in which he fought for his country in 
years long gone by. His steps were 
not as firm, nor his shoulders as erect 
as at that period, but his eyes were 
as bright and his smile lightened not 
only his own-features but those with 
whom he came in contact. 

Old Turner Hall was the scene of 
the evening programme given under 
the auspices of the Porfirio Diaz Club. 
Ralph J. Dominguez, the president of 
the organization, after. a short address 
uf welcome, introduced to the as- 
sembled hundreds, Antonio Orfila, 
chairman of the evening as well as the 
principal. Spanish speaker on the list. 
Mr. Orfila briefly told of his boyhood 
days in the City of Angels when it 
was bug a pueblo and paid tribute to 
the memory of the pioneer people of 
Mexico who lived here at that time. 
After a reading of the Act of Inde- 
pendence by J. C. Nava, Mayor Har- 
per was introduced and in afew words 
bade the large audience welcome and 
narrated a few incidents of his early 
career in Los Angeles, when Septem- 
ber 16 was a day for greater celcbra- 
tion than July 4, on account of the pre- 
ponderance of Spanish people. 

DEBT OF GRATITUDE. 

Owing to the fact that he had been 
unexpectedly called to San Francisco, 
Senator Frank P. Flint, who was 
scheduled as one of the oratora of the 
evening, was absent and Edwin Me- 
serve delivered an address placed to- 
ward the end of the programme. 

“Had it not been for the Mexican 
struggie and obtaining of indepen- 
dence, the present of California might 
bear an entirely different aspect, an 
we who live here, therefore owe th 
patriets of the early part of the laat 
eentury an immense debt of grati- 
tude.” he declared. real inde- 
pendence of Mexico, however, did not 
come until the assumption of the 
presidency by Porfirio Diaz in 1884. 
It was only from that time on, that 
the people of the Southern Republic 
became acquainted with the real 
meaning‘of freedom, the right to do 
as each individual saw fit, the right 
to elect honest officials, call for just 
taxation and other important matters 
of a similar character. We know and 
have seen that Mexico is destined to 
rize to a place among the leading na- 
tions of the world if the development 
of the past few years is continued in 
the future, and we can look forward 
to the date when the United = States 
and Mexico rule the entire western 
hemisphere by thei* superior com- 


* mercial and other abilities.” 


Grace Moreno, a_ talented young 
Spanish woman, sang several num- 
bers and was received with acclaims 
She was assisted in “La Golondrina,” 
by Miss Bess Matilde Welch, who also 
lead the cherus in the rendition of the 
“Star Spangled Banner’ at the close 
of the evening. Mrs. S. Grant Gouch- 
er sang a St. Saens’s solo and Miss Ke- 
quel Gonzalez rendered ‘“‘La Paloma” 
to the delight of those assembled. 
Little Clara Forbes was one of the 
leaders in the rendition cf the Mexi- 
can national hymn. Dancing’ con- 
cluded’ the entertainment. 

The Sons of Montezuma and the 
Club Cura Hidalgo opened the day with 
a religious celebration, solemn high 
mase at the Old Plaza Church, which 
was packed from altar rail to organ 
loft, and even the surrounding grounds 


were filled with the throngs of wor- | 
shipers. Rev. Father Leo Gariador | 


sang the solemn high mass, and the 
Metropolitan Mexican Band, under the 
direction of R. E. Powell, played the 
instrumental portions of the service. 
From the church, special cars carried 
the people to Chutes Park, where a 
number of athletic events were carried 
out. 

The afternoon was opened by the iIn- 
troductory remarks of M. G. Gonzales, 
president of the Hidalgo Club, who 
presented the chairman of’the day, B. 
N. Olivas. Mayor Harper was also 
present at this celebration, and offered 
his welcome to those present. Libra- 
rian Charies F. Lummis succeeded the 
Mayor, and called upon the Spanish 
people to continue their language and 
their customs. 

“The world is watching the people 
of this State, awaiting the time when 
they will revive the old folk songs of 
the Spanish settlers, now 80 little 
known,” he declared, “and then, too,
